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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, which included election of Group I, filed on 9/19/2008, is 
made of record. Upon further consideration, a revised restriction requirement is made to 
facilitate proper scope of search and for further examination. 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-21 and 23-31 drawn to compound of formula I and formula II, wherein 
Ringl is furan and Ring2 is pyrimidinyl, composition and method of use. If elected 
applicants should also elect a specific silicon containing ring for the ABC bearing ring 
and ADC bearing ring. 

Group II, claims 1-21 and 23-31 drawn to compound of formula I and formula II, wherein 
Ringl is furan and Ring2 is phenylene, composition and method of use. If elected 
applicants should also elect a specific silicon containing ring for the ABC bearing ring 
and ADC bearing ring. 

Group III, claims 1-21 and 23-31 drawn to compound of formula I and formula II, 
wherein Ringl and Ring2 is other than those provided in Group I and Group II, 
composition and method of use. If this group is elected, election of suitable Ringl , Ring 
2 and a specific silicon containing ring for the ABC bearing ring and ADC bearing ring 
are required for examination. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Where there is lack of unity the requirement for restriction is proper- See MPEP 
803.02. The requirement for unity of invention is two-fold: (1) common utility and (2) 
sharing a substantial structural feature disclosed as being essential to the utility. Both 
these conditions are to be met with. Instant claims do not meet both these conditions. 

Invention I, II and III are independent and distinct from each other because they 
are directed to structurally dissimilar compounds that lack common core, namely, 
various heterocyclic and arylene cores for Ringl and Ring2 along with various silicon 
and non-silicon cores for A-B-C choices of the ring bearing these groups... 
Consequently, the groups require separate prior art searches. They can be made and 
used independently. Art which may render obvious or anticipate one of the groups 
would not necessarily do the same for the other group. For example prior art cited in the 
International Search Report and the Information Disclosure Statement may not be 
applicable to all the above groups. Each can support a patent as the compounds of 
each group are capable of being utilized alone not in combination with other members 
listed in the Markush group. 

Except for the phenyl ring of the A-B-C bearing ring, every ring and substituents 
in the core of compound of formula I is varied and it cannot be said that such a phenyl 
ring essentially contribute to the utility recited in the claims. Thus, the common structural 
feature essential for the said utility is not met with. 
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In addition, common utility requirement is also not met with as evident from the 
claims that these compounds can be used for various cancers, Alzheimer's disease, 
HIV, AIDS, various diseases of thymic dysfunction, rheumatoid arthritis, diabetes etc. In 
addition, prior art cited in the Information Disclosure Statement and International search 
report clearly state other uses for the instant compounds. Thus, both the criteria set 
forth for unity of invention is not met with. 

In view of distinct nature of each invention, the restriction requirement is set forth 
in writing. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 
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(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the 
elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time 
of election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement 
will result in the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1.144.
